RENTS ( OME DOWN TO $12 
The Chicag o Housing Authority , for the past y ear or 
« o, has been charg ing its tenants $19 .9 5 per month rental. 
Heat, lig ht, and g as were ex tra; but even with these items 
added to the rent, the total was low enoug h to enable most 
families to meet thejr rent bills comfortably . 
What's more, it didn't matter whether a tenant needed 
on# room or four, the basic rent was the same -$19 .9 5. The j 
apartments and building s furnished by the Authority were 
new, modern, clean. 
There was nothing better in all of Chi- j 
cag o that any of the tenants mig ht have picked up for the 
money . 
On J an. 1, the Chicag o Authority did an amazing thing , 
it lowered the rents! 
Despite the uncommonly low rates 
offered, the officials discovered they could operate their 
516.000.000 project and the additional $16,000,000 worth of 
units now under construction by charg ing even less than 
$19 .9 5 per unit. 
The result was that rents in the ex isting 
project were lowered to $15.25. The rate in a Neg ro project, 
to be completed this y ear, will be $14.75; and the rental in 
the newest project, to he opened in 19 42, will be $12. 
By prowling around, the Chicag o g roup has found many 
places*where little economies were possible without impair­ 
ing the quality of the project. 
It was also determined that 
if the tenants contributed to the maintenance of their homes 
by doing the necessary work, making minor repairs and 
g enerally assuming responsibility , more saving s could be a f­ 
fected. 
The result: rents that are incredibly low. 
There is one phase of the reductions, however, that is 
not altog ether brig ht. 
Because housing authority laws re- 
itrict residence in projects to families with incomes of not 
more than five times their rental, a number of families who 
have already taken up quarters in the project will be forced 
to move. They will be evicted because they are too well able 
to meet their rent! 
The income max imum for families living in the present 
project will be cut from $1,611 to $1,149 . 
Top income for 
prospective residents in the unfinished Neg ro project will 
be $1,059 and the project just started. $9 00. 
A g reat deal has been done in the interest of better 
housing since the mid-depression y ears. Much more remains 
to be done. 
In the Chicag o project, for ex ample, families 
with incomes between $22,10 a week and $31.75 must be 
evicted from the municipal homes and must be sent back to 
the poorer standard of dwelling s they knew before admit­ 
tance to the project.
